CONTINUED EXAMINATION UNDER 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this 
application after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but 
before the filing of a Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or 
the commencement of a civil action. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114 and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114 and prosecution 
in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on October 17, 2008 has been entered. 

Claim 1 has been cancelled, claims 2, 3, 6, 7, 14, 20-23 and 37 have been 
amended. Claims 2-28 and 35-37 remain pending. 

ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

Claims 2-28 and 35-37 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The previous rejection of claims 14 and 35 was reversed in the decision of the 

BPAI mailed on August 12, 2008. Claim 14 has now been rewritten in independent form. 
No prior art has been found which is any more relevant than the Stretch patent 

previously applied in the rejection reversed by the BPAI. Claims 2-13, 15-28 and 37 

each depend from the allowed claim 14.

Claim 36, which was allowed prior to the appeal, requires a cross section of the 
magnetic flux in at least one air gap to be at least five times greater than a smallest flux 
cross section in the soft magnetic material of the magnetic circuit. This feature does not 
appear to be disclosed or rendered obvious by any of the prior art.
